EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This communication is an Examiner's reasons for allowance in response to Appeal 
Brief filed on October 13, 2006. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 36- 
160 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 36-160 
been cancelled. The message left via telephone has been made with John Antz, the 
attorney for the applicants, on November 12. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

a. After carefully reviewing the application in light of the prior art of record, the 
amended claims, additional search of all the possible areas relevant to the present 
application and the arguments on the Appeal Brief, the references used are not deemed 
strong to make the application unpatentable. Thus, it is found that the application is 
now in condition for allowance. 

b. Although the prior art disclose several claimed limitations, none of the 
references teaches a control system for an automotive vehicle which includes a rollover 
control system, a camera-based vision system for generating image signals, and a 
controller coupled to the camera system and the roll over control system, wherein the 
controller generating a dynamic vehicle characteristic signal in response to the image 
signals, comprising a wheel lift signal or body-to-road angle signal, the controller 
controlling the rollover control system in response to the dynamic control signal (claims 
1, 11, 12, 21, 31 and 32). 
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c. Although the Suzuki reference suggest the use of camera but only use for 
detecting the obstacle on the roadway, i.e. is not used to detect, generate or determine 
a roll parameter. There is a roll parameter suggested in the reference, but it's only the 
roll angle of the camera position. Furthermore, Suzuki reference on suggest the use of 
one camera and not the camera-based vision system as claimed. 

d. Claims 1-35 are allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 36-160 have 
been canceled.
